1* In Kledpeda harbor a radio station with two maata was observed. She station 
could not bo more exaetly placed. She harbor area was onolosod by a high 
wall and In bods places by a fence. There wore two guarded entrances. 

Informant noticed 12 cranes alongside the wharves In the harbor. In the 
winter harbor there were three cranes with gaaaonlb' (goose beaks) . By the 
southern ballast wharf there ware two bridge oraaos. probably coe& cranes* The 
remaining cranes were not identified. Vlthln the shipyard a big. open 
■hip-building area by a floating dock was noticed. Informant could ess that 
persons wars working at the shipyard. 

2. Vs navel craft wore observed In the harbor except for the marine tag-boat 
MB 25, which was lying In the winter harbor. Thoro wort also three Soviet 
cargo steamers In the winter harbor. In the canal (river) there was a 
three-nasted ■ oho oner, MB&IDlAff. as well as a fishing boat and a half- sunken 
barge. In the eitadel harbor there was a barge and an excavating machine. 

3* Shore were many persons moving shout on the streets. Generally the population 
was ragged and dirty, but they seamed to be well-fed. Informant noticed a 
lack ef happy faces and was depressed by the gloomy atmosphere. In the min 
street there were quite a few stores, including food stores and a couple ef 
elethlag stores. There vers long lines in front cf the stores at all times. 

In these Una** there wars civilian men end women, and soldiers. Pew children 
were seen and no toy stores. There were approximately ern equal number of 
soldiers end olvllians on the streets* 

h. The seldiers were usually sasn In gray or green oeats. and their uniforms were 
usually wellvkopt. Seldiers armed with maohins guns were observed, but It was 
informant's Impression that they vers net patrols, is a whole the soldiers* 
ole thing was much better then that of the civilian population. Informant 
saw two groups of barraoka in the oity. One was vest ef the Sotsl Victoria, 
and the ether was in the farmer barracks 1 area la the north oaA of the oity. 
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Most of tli© soldiers observed had either red or green trimmings on their 
shoulder loops. 

5# Informant assumed that somewhere in the harbor area there were marine barracks 
because he noticed about 120 young marines in march formation. They had the 
Baltic Pleet insignia on their shoulder loops. 

6. One night informant observed a military transport consisting of about 25 
covered trucks and two guns., On the railway he saw a train consisting of 
50 cars, of which five were trucks. On four of these there wertf ij <ha. . 
guns. The guns eould not be described, but informant noticed an unusually 
long tail ( sie ). The train was guarded by soldiers with gray coats and 
fur hats. x 

7* There were large bombed areas in the city and no signs of reconstruction. 


^is paragraph is given as it was received. It is 

possible that informant saw five railcars carrying trucks and four 
railcars carrying 15 cm. ( 150 mm. ?) guns. 
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®he part of the harbor that informant had a chance to see 
seems completely intact and the cranes seem to be in order. They were not 
all being used during the observation time of about J hour. It does not 
seem that there are many changes In the harbor since 1949-50, but the number 
of cranes has Increased from seven or eight to 12. The shipyard was difficult 
to observe, and the floating dock mentioned in the report seems a little 
doubtful. However, Jbhe observation about the big ship- construct ion area is 
correct. Prom these observations, it seems that the harbor does not play a 
very Important role as a navy base. Informant could not give any information 
on such matters as depth and warehouses.
